E GATE STATIONS 


Where the outlet from the transportation lines of 
a natural gas company are tapped by a town, gate 
stations are necessary. 
These stations have two 
functions. One is that they measure the quantity of 
gas coming from the transportation line and thus 
provide a check against leakage. 
The other is that 
they reduce the pressure to a usable amount, other­ 
wise the gas could not be burned in present appliances. 


Gas is reduced from a pressure of 150 to 200 pounds 
per inch—sometimes higher—to a few ounces for 
domestic consumption. 
These gate stations in the 
smaller towns supplied make this reduction. 
In the 
larger towns they reduce the pressure to perhaps 25 
pounds and feed the gas into intermediate lines, which 
in turn have their reduction valves and reduce the 
pressure to a few ounces for the service lines. 


These installations are quite expensive because they 
call for automatic machinery, very highly developed, 
and even then demanding constant attention.
